THe information reaching Hongkong 
about the flooding of the Yellow and 
Yangtse rivers is both vague and scanty,

. Starchy Foods 


Today there Js 2 great deal of 
evidence to ‘show that when tho 
dlet ds high in starchy foods or 
sugara the wnumber of ‘germs 
known ns the'Inctobacilll in the 
mouth Increases, These aefing 
tend to break down the sugars 
and starches, thus forming nclds 
which damage the tecth and 
allow decay to occur, Attempts 
to help prevent tooth decay by 
reducing the carbohydrate foods, 
that Js, starches and sugars, in 
the dict, have been successful. . 


Recently, an custer method 
hes been’ discovered. Studies 
have been conducted which show 
that, when dentifrices containing 
ammonium diphosphate and urea 
are used in the mouth, the num- 
ber of lactobacilli ig greatly re- 
duced and tooth decay " pre- 
vented. 


A number of preparations con- 
taining these substances aro 
available, ‘They ‘are used for 
brushing the teeth. After brush- 
ing, the mouth should not. be 
rinsed since this woul zash 
away the Ingredients which pre 
vent the growth of the Incto- 
bacilli. 


Brushing the teeth atone has 
not been found to be effective in 
preventing tooth decay although, 
of course, brushing helps keep 
the mouth clean, 


Prefer Tooth Pasto’ 


People vary in their likes ond 
dislikes of pteparations for 
mouth . hygiene and, eleantiness 
Most persons, ‘It would appear, 
prefer tooth paste, probably be- 
cause of convenience. Fortunate= 
ly, it has been possible to put the 
dibasle ammonium phosphate 
and urca into tooth paste as well 
ns tooth powders. The evidence 
thus far presented concerning 
these prepurations seems to -In- 
dicate that they may be effective 
in ‘preventing tooth decay. Cer- 
tainly, they do cut down on the 
number of Incto-bacilll - in the 
mouth,
